McGill represented the U.S.A. at 
tho Model Security Council held 
from Thursday, February 3 to Sat- 
urday, February 6, at St. Law- 
rence University, Canton, New 
York. 

This was the first time that 
Canadian Universities had taken 
part in such a project; others tak- 
ing part were Sir George Wiliams 
College and Queen's University, 
who rcprcesnted Iran and Russia 
respectively. 

Eleven U.S. Universities includ- 
ing, West Point and Syracuse, wero 
present. 

The council held fivo sessions, 
and twelve resolutions were debat- 
ed. The resolutions presented by 
McGill were adopted unanimously, 
except for one, which was vetoed 
by Russia. 

A feature which contributed to 
the success of the council was the 
insistence of the Chair that the 
delegations should discuss and de- 
bate in manner and policies of the 
countries they wero representing. 
All the sessions were broadcast. 

Awards wero given for the pre- 
sentations by the delegations, not- 



ice being taken of speech logic, 
general knowledge, etc. The three 
Canadian Universities were judged 
the three best dclcgatipns, the Sir 
George team taking the lead. 

The McGill delegation consisted 
of David Franklin, President of 
the McGill U.N. Club, Claude Ar-

D. K. Nwahodi. Bertram Kahn at- 
tended as an observer. 

On the lighter side, the McGill 
delegates complained that the girls 
from St. Lawrence had to bo back 
in residence by 10:30 which natur- 
ally restricted dating.

Tho local NFCUS supporters 
have suggested that we further our 
attempts at reorganization. This 
we can never do with the present 
NFCUS organization as our point 
of departure. NFCUS is rapidly 
acquiring more salaried executives, 
whose function is dubious. 

At the last annual NFCUS con- 
ference, for instance, our McGill 
delegates suggested tho investiga- 
tion of a life ihsurance scheme 
with prcfercd rates for university 
students. While their idea was 
voted down as "impractical and 
impossible", out in Winnipeg the 
Canadian Ass'n of Medical Stu- 
dents and Interns were providing 
such a scheme for Canadian medi- 
cal students at less than half the 
lowest premium rate which can be 
bought on the open insurance mar- 
ket. 

If NFCUS has aroused interest 
and enthusiasm among Canadian 
Students, why have the last two 
National Presi<lcnU of NFCUS 
been non-Canadians? 

If the present local NFCUS 
Committee is so capable 'of 'repre- 
senting iMcGiU student opinion at 
national conferences, why has this 
ccinmittee invited Peter Martin of 
the U. of T. (Regional Vice-Pres- 
ident of NFCUS) to present their 
opinions at the forthcoming Stu- 
dents Society meeting? 

Let's sever our relationship with 
this undirected, top-heavy organi- 
zation which spends over 85% of 
its income in executive salaries and 
the annual conference and less 
than 3% on "new projects".

NFCUS docs not boar the ex- 
pense of ihe scholarships; the fees 
are waved hy the visited Univer- 
sity and Student Society.

Yesterday Jim Robb wrote an article on why McGill should drop 
out of NFCUS. I would like to go over It point by point sihowing why 
McGill should stay in NFCUS. 

NFCUS Will Remain Strong 

Before this one fact must Ibe made clear. McGill is faced tfIUi the 
ohoice of either remaining in NFCUS or losing all influence in national 
and international student affairs. Today NFCUS is supported! by a 
larger number of students than at any time in its history and more 
enthusiasticly. In a referendum at the University of Toronto the vote 
was 6000 to 1800 in favour of remaining in NFCUS. NFCUS will 
remain strong no matter what McGill does. 

Formation of Another Group Not i'ossiblo 

There is no possibility whatever of forming an organization of 
Students' Council Presidents (as some anti-NFCUS people have sug- 
gested) or any other national student group to replace NFCUS, because 
it is NFCUS that is supported 'by the vast majority of Canadian Uni- 
versities. The only members of any competing "national" would be 
McGill and perhaps the University of Montreal, 

It is NFCUS or nothing! 

The first point that Robb made is that in the lost few }xars NFCUS^ * 
has devoted all its strength to a Avooly and impractical ideal — the 
establishment of a national student pressure group. 

Against this I say that, a) it simply is not true, and, b) a limited 
pressure group is a very prajitical and workable thing. Alison Knox in 
her pro-NFOUS article stated nine major purposes ad functions of 
NFCUS of which only one was to act as a pressure gioup. Among the 
others were the travel bureau, interregional sdiolarships, national con- 
tests, contract among student lenders, etc. 

It has SouKht Government Scholarships 

But NFCUS has acted as a pressure group for government scholar- 
ships. Government scholarships were ro^ommcndcd in the Massey Re- 
port and the idea is looked upon with considerable favour by many 
MP's. A strong campaign by the organization which represents Cana- 
dian students may be one of the marginal factors which persuades the 
government to act. Is this being idealistic? I think not. 

Secondly Robb argues that NFCUS cannot represent Canadian 
students because wo are such a diverse group. 

Diversity of student makes NFCUS necessary 

Is it not our very diversity that makes NFCUS necessary? The 
onrnuil NFCUS conference (which costs about a third of tho NFCUS 
budget) gives students from all parts of Canada, from Nova Scotia 
to British Columbia, a chance to meet and discuss national and local 
student problems. It is significant that the delegations from most uni- 
versities include Students' Council Presidents. McGill sent John Fraser, 
editor of The Daily and Alison Knox, SEC representative from Arts 
and Science. ; 

Robb's third point was that NFCUS Is not as effoztive as he would 
like it to be in representing the Canadian students in international 

affairs. 

Defeatism of the worst kind 

'Here Robb is simply inconsistent. Apparently he considers Canada's 
participation in international affairs worthwhile and very important. 
But how can Canada's effectiveness be improved in the least by Mc- 
Gill's withdrawing fiom NFCUS? This would only mean that McGill 
would take no part in international affairs and that NFCUS would 
represent Canada less effectively due to the loss of support from Mc- 
Gill. This is defeatism of tho worst kind. 

NFCUS may not be all that Jim Robb;Would like it .to be, but it 
is the national Canadian studente' organiiuitioh. It is in fact supported 
by the great majority of Canadian universities. McGill ought to do its 
part. 
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It is true that most students 
can fend for themselves but cer- 
tain personal problems may arise 
and NFCUS offerod no useful as- 
sistance at this level. The Univer- 
sity Housing Servies can adequa- 
tely handle one of these problems. 
Organizations suoh as the Scarlet

Union ranked sixth in popularity 
as an eating place. 

The reasons most frequently 
given for not eating at the Union 
were overcrowding (mentioned by 
61.6%), unpleasant surroundings 
(44.5%) and poor food (42.4%). 
Eighty-one students complained of 
the Union's location. Those eat- 
ing at home, in residence or fra- 
ternities did so for reasons of con- 
venience and economy. 

The figures, compiled by Mary 
Hatfield of the New Union Com- 
mittee, indicate that the Union is 
more popular at lunch time than 
at supper. In an average week, 
the students polled ent 629 rest- 
aurant lunches, 616 lunches 
brought from home, and 501 meals 
in a fraternity. 383 lunch meals 
are eaten in the Union, 351 at 
home, and 290 in one of the resi- 
dences. 

For supper, 2,289 -meals per 
week aro eaten at homo by these 
students, and 246 ore eaten in re-
